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SAUVE UPS OUR GRANT 
BY $3 MILLION AS DIEF 
AGREES TO NEW AID PLAN 



Grants 'Good Xmas Giff As 
James Plans Salary Hikes 




Dr. F. Cyril Jamea, principal and Vice- 
Chancellor told the "Daily* last night that 
McGlll is happy that at long last it will receive 
grants at legst as gênerons as universities in 
other provinces. , . - 

Dr. James said, however, that he has not 
studied the new plan and cannot make any final 
judgement on it. 

He added : "At the moment, when I am 
beginning work on the budget for 1960-61, there 
could be no better Christmas present than the 
announcement that McGill will have enough 
money after April 1960 to increase the salaries 
of its staff to a level that professors in other 
provinces of Canada have already attained." 



Ottawa Accepts Sauve's 
Plan For College Grants 



The Federal Government has 
oîlcred an alternative university 
grants scheme designed to end 
the deadlock with Quebec and 
provide educational assistance 
"on a -buls of fairness and equal- 
ity". Prime Minister John Dlefen> 
baker announced details of tbe 
offer to all provinces last night. 

JJnder, the. plan, for the next 
two years 'only, the Federal Gov- 
ernment will give the provinces 
part of the corporation taxes col- 
lected in the provinces to pay for 
university grants- 

The assistance will be no more 
and no less than the present sys- 
tem under which Ottawa provides 
an annual payment of $1.50 per 
head of provincial population. 
Some $25,OOO;0OO has been held 
in trust for Quebec since 1051-52 
when the province changed its 
mind about accepting the money 
earmarked for it. The plan, which 
government officials hope will go 
into operation by the oeginning 
of the 1060-61 fiscal year next 
april, did not mention the un- 
touched millions which are Que- 
bec's if they want the money. 

"In making this proposal", the 
Prime minister stated, "scrupul- 
ous consideration is being given 
to - the spirit -and principles of 
the British North America Act'.'. 
'Jteports .from the'.'^provfnciâî 
capital indicated the.Diefènbakcr 



proposal was along the lines of 
a proposal made by Premier Paul 
Sauvé in Ottawa recently. There 
was no immediate indication how 
many other provinces would go 
alonjt with the plan, described by 
Diefenbaker, as "entirely option- 
al'.' 

Quebec's present corporation 
tax is nine per cent. Under. the 
new scheme, the Federal Govern- 
ment would increase this to 10 
per cent, Quebec getting the ex- 
tra one per cent. If the money 
gained from the corporation tax 
was more than that currently 
received through the National 
Council of Canadian Universities, 
the additional revenue would be 
paid back to the Federal Govern- 
ment If it wu less. Ottawa would 
m« k e the. - difference* "T h e 
amounts paid- to. universities and 
colleges, whichever plan is follow- 
ed or accepted", Diefenbaker ad- 
ded, "will be the same' — no 
more, no less. 

This new plan recognizes and 
indeed underlines our belief that 
the challenges of the future can 
be met only by the total effort 
of all our Canadian universities 
and colleges". 

In the Legislative Assembly, 
Premier Sauvé indicated that Die- 
fenbaker's new plan leaves a few 
questions unanswered. lie didn't 
say what they .were but he did 



read a letter he had received 
from the Prime Minister today in 
which Diefenbaker had outlined 
the plan. 

"The Prime Minister", he said, 
"was courteous enough to wait 
until ail Premiers had received 
his letter before making, his an- 
nouncement .tonight. However, 
before r make any statement or 
comment' on this letter, I wish to 
consult with the members of my 
•cabinet." He also mentioned that 
Diefenbaker's plan "is in con- 
formity" with the plan that he 
himself had suggested earlier." 

British Columbia's education 
minister, Les Petersen, says the 
Federal Government's new offer 
on university aid is "lust a play 
on words". He called the arrange- 
ment "a subterfuge for Quebec." 
If it doesn't, make an/ difference 
to the amount the province recei- 
ves, it's not «oing to do anything 
for education." 



McGill Univeisity will receive almost three niillion 
more dollars in provincial grants next year than it did this, 
it was announced last night. Provincial budget estimates 
tabled in the legislature show that the province'.s regular 
total statutory grants are increasing to ?8,059,000 from 
51,119,700. McGiU's share will be $3,235,000 compared to 
?262,000 last year. 



Indications are that the Govern- 
ment has changed the standards 
under which the grants are to be 
made, as of the fiscal term, start- 
ing April 1. 
^ News of the revised grants 
structure preceded by a few 
hours Prime Minister Diefenba- 
ker's announcement that the 
Quebec-Ottawa deadlock .over 
federal aid has been settled by 
an arrangement in the corporate 
income tax field. 

The $8,050,000 sum apparently 
exceeds the amount Quebec uni- 
versities would receive next 
year under tlie federal aid 
scheme which Quebec will now 
(.perate. During the current year 
the amount of federal aid for 
Quebec is $7.527,000 and this is 
?200,000 higher than the previous 



year. 

There was no immediate indi- 
cation why this is so, but the 
government is expected to ex- 
plain, probably in the legislative 
assembly, how the new provincial 
grants structure works. 

The amount of grants to the 
other Quebec universities were 
announced at tlte same time 
(grants received this year are 
Indicated in brackets):- 

Laval University— $2,305,000 
($317,300); University of »Ion- 
treal — $2,100,000 ($500.000); 
University of Sherbrooke — 
$194,000 (nil); University of 
Bishop's College — $04,000 ($40,- 
OCO); Sir George WUliams Uni- 
versity — $41,000 (nil). 

Nothing is known about Sau- 
ve's formula for setting, down 
these figures: and it is expected 
be will:m8kq an announcement 
soon. 

He has said university grants 
would be regular and sufficient 
to meet needs, but how this is 
worked out has not been 
plained. ' 



It Is known tl^^emier Sauva 
does not agree with^Ottawa on 

the formula used to set the 
amount for aid to universities. 
Ottawa bases its payments on tha 
population figure for each pro- 
vince, at the rate of $1.50 per 
capita. . 

Sauve is known to feel this 
works out unfairly for Quebec 
because, although it has mora 
university students than Ontario, 
the neighboring province has a 
larger population and therefore 
gets a large share of aid under 
the current plan. 

"Education has always remain- 
ed the foremost objective of the 
National Union government and I 
am convinced that the new Pre- 
mier will not only continue to 
implement the same policy, but 



will, if possible, further augment 
the state's participation in such 
expenses," said provincial fi- 
nance .Mùilster, John Bourquc. 
' Mr^ Sauvé said last night that 
his next problem would be to 
solve the question of the $25 mil- 
lion now lying in trust in Ottawa 
for Quebec's universities. He ad- 
ded that the provincial cabinet 
would be considering the ques- 
tion very shortly. 

Rumours were rife in the pro- 
vincial' capital last night as to 
just what steps would be taken 
to solve the problem, but it 
was considered by skilled obser- 
vers that they were just that 
— rumours — and not official 
"leaks". In the past the Premier 
has said that the money would 
go toward education but it has. 
never been clear whether this 
would be to Quebec universities 
or other institutions in the pro- 
vince. Some liave interpreted the 
Premier's remarks as meaning 
Quebec had already adequately 
ex- 1 compensated the universities for 
I their loss of federal aid.
